Enclosed is a portion of the material provided to 
the HSCA in reponse to their requests. For this release, a 
total of 5,013 pages have been reviewed with 956 pages 
released. Excisions have been made on the enclosed documents 
in order to protect material which is exempt f r am disclosure 
by the following subsections of Title 5, United States Code, 
Section 552: 

(b) (1) information which is currently and properly 
classified pursuant to Executive Order 12356 
in the interest of the national defense or 
foreign policy 

(b) (2) materials related solely to the internal rules 
and practices of the FBI 

(b) (6) materials contained in sensitive records such 
as personnel or medical files, the disclosure 
of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy 

(b) (7) investigatory records compiled for law 

enforcement purposes, the disclosure of which 
wou Id : 

(C) constitute an unwarranted invasion of the 
personal privacy of another person 

(D) reveal the identity of a confidential 
source or reveal information furnished 
only by the confidential source
